Stalker. Her cry after Paul waa per- 
haps that they were the slaves of some 
god. even'aa abe was the slave of Apol- 
lo. The Oadarane (Luke 8:28} used 
similar language. Paul did not at once 
•top her (v. 8), perbape to avoid a con- 
troversy, but his. deliberation made" 
mora profound the final deliverance 
wrought. Worn out at leal with her 
cries, but taking no credit himself, 
Paul spoke the name of Power which 
had foretold Just euch acta (ilk.. 
16:17; Lk. 8:1; Lk. 10:1T):

14.) Of no further commercisl vsloe, 
the. slave driver* sought revenge by 
Inciting a mob to attack Paul and hie 
companions. So today, the liquor in- 
terests would seek remuneration (or 
the loss ot their ''business." . and 
anathematize their opponent*, while 
the underworld tries to overthrow all 
who seek to restrain them. Paul and 
Sllaa were accused ot "troubling" the 
city, for the trade haa been Interfered - 
with. It, Indeed, went hard with them 
than to be unjustly set upon and final- 
ly, .through the connivance of the 
spineless authorities, to be Incarcer- 
ated la a nithy dungeon. SHU, though 
the majority was against them, yet tb* 
mob wa* not right 'compare TT:5; IS: 
12; [9:I8-2»), and they had One on 
their aide who waa sufficient (Rom. 

III. Deliverance and Salvation (w. 
15-35). Christ berore PMate wat ac- 
cused of sedition. and these flogged dis- 
ciples were -IlknlM Innocent suitor- 
era. (1) Prayer and praise (25-26).

The brutal one ia now the imlooi In- 
quirer, and become* a good' type for 
all to follow Who are out of Christ (a) 
He aaw he wa* lost He wa* subject 
to the same death a* bla escaped pris- 
oners. /Supposing" (v. 27.) haa dark- 
ened many Uvea, and our' greatest sor- 
row* are Often Imagined. Face to 
face with death, the Jailer would 
plunge Into an eternity for which he 
waa not prepared. Paul's clarion call 
brought the Jailer to express hla anxie- 
ty (v. 28). and it waa not a trifling nor 
skeptically indifferent man who ap- 
pealed to Paul. Ha wa* brought face 
to face with two holy men. with God 
and with eternity. 

Tboae to whom be came knew the 
facta, had faith, and could meet the 
emergencies of life With canfldeac*.
